Appointment of 
Mrs. Mason Recalls 
Her Father's Fight 


The appointment of Mrs. Will 
F. Mason to the Upland Hous- 
ing Authority brings recollec- 
tion to many Uplanders of the 
days when her father, G. A. 
Hanson, waged a battle for the 
establishment ¢f the Authority. 

Orgarized in 1940, the UHA 
has moved into becoming a 
permanent fixture in the com- 
munity. Lead by Mr. Hanson in 
1940 a band o: vocal people ap- 
pealed to the city council for 
the establishment of a housing 
authority. 

Receiving the council’s ap- 
preval, the group was organized 
and named for its first chair- 
man, Mr. Hanson. However, he 
was not to live long enough to 
see his dream of public hous- 
ing come true. He died in 1942, 
two years after the Housing 
Authority had been established. 

Now with the appointment 
of his daughter, Mrs. Mason, to 
the Authority Mr. Hanson con-

The Ontario city council last 
night went into committee of the 
whole and unofficially expressed 
the opinion that is was against 
any increase :n icet estate taxes 
for the coming year. 

Studying the 1946-47 budget 
at its special meeting last night, 
the councifmen agreed that any 
bocst in the real estate taxes 
would not be justified at this time. 
Other than that, the Ontario 
council merely made a prelimin- 


ary investigation of the budget 
presented by City Manager Har- 
old Martin, Final action is eX- 
pected sometime in July. 

GAS BOOST 


Prior to taking up the budget, 
the council authorized the writ- 
ing of a letter to Asemblyman 
Fred Price, suggesting that state 
gasoline taxes be increased to 
meet the cost of freeways and 
highways. It is hoped that in 
this way that some action can be 
taken on the proposed highways 
leading to Ontario from east and 
west. 

The council alsc made applica- 
tion to the state highway depart- 
ment in San Bernardino for the 
establishment of traffic signals 
on the corners of four streets
